Next, 4s to bis Curfing me; and Lafily, as to Leaving him, 
and taking the other Employment 5 or what I bad bet do to 
Convince him ? and bow far I may Leave him, and not be 
guilty of the Breach of the Fifth Commandment ? An{wer- 
ing this in your next, wili Oblige your Humble Servant, and 
a Diftrefed Youth. ; 

An(w. Indeed your Cafe is very bad, but however 
there are many in worfe Circumftances; you are not 
like to Starve, nor be thrown in Gaol for Debr, 
( fince ’tis to be hoped your Chriftian Father won't 
{uffer the firft, and your Prudence aad Honelfty prevents 
the laft ) and ’tis.not unlikely but you may one day 
come to try if you can make a betcer Ufe of your Fae 
thers Eftate. We fee no probability of his Reformati- 
on, therefore to give Advice as to that, wou'd be Vain ; 
for when a Man has once made a God of his Money, he 
feldom ceafes to Adore as long as Lite jermits the Folly : 
But you are very much to be Comme.) ied for your Obe- 
dience, (that being a Duty very hardly difper{ed with 
upon any Confideration ) and for t»: Choice you made 
of your Company ; yet if the Old C-arleman even makes 
you lofe this Acquaintance, We know no fupply but 
Books ; and tho’ your Education has been like your Fa- 
thers Soul, yet you my undoubtedly apply your felf 
profitably to Divinity and Hiftory, the one will be a 
yery good Companion for you, and the other a plea. 
fing Divertifement. As for your Expences, We fee no 
Redrels, but e’en to be Content as you are, reflecting on 
fuch Conditions as are worfe, youll find yours fuffera-

Every one is generally willing to Live 4 great 
while, therefore (Gentlemen ) I fhou'd look upon it no {mall 
Service to the Age, ( fince Methods may be taken for the pro- 
curing either ) if you'l refolve the World which are longeff 
Lived, Fat or Lean People ? 

Anfw. The Immortality of our Souls having an abfo- 
lute Difpofition to length ot Life, it depends only upon 
that of the Body that we do not live as our Fore- 
fathers did, for ’tis from fome detect in thefe Bodies that 
the difference ot Life, even in Animals and Plants pro- 
ceeds, whence fome lefs perfect Souls (as thofe of Oaks) 
are yet longer Lived than thofe of Beafts. The Confc 
mation of the Parts of our Body ate Signs of Long Life, 
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umber of Teeth is held fo, becaufe.’tis an 
Efett of tbe Strength of the Formative Faculty and ad 
tural Heat, the Food being the better prepared thereby, 
and the other Concoétions and Funétions the better per- 
form'd: So allo the Habit of the Body js not fimply : 
Sign, but likewife an Efeét of Health, and Cauie of 
Long Life, as when ‘tis Moderate, neither Fat nor Lean; 
which two tho’ comprifable under the State of Health, 
and admit of a very great Latitude, yet are fo much the 
Jefs perfect as they decline from that laudable Dilpo- 
fition which is the Rule and Square of all others. Now 
to make a juft Comparifon, We mutt confider the Fat 
and Lean in the fame Degree of Excels or Defect from 
this Mediocrity, and compare Philotas the Poet ( who 
was fo Dry and Lean, that he was fain to faften Leaden 
Soals to his Shoes, for fear the Wind fhou’d carry him 
away ) with Dromyfius of. Heracled, who was Choak’'d 
with Fat, unlefs his Body were continually befet with 
Leaches. Or elfe We muft Obferve in both an Equality 
of Vigour in the Principles of Life, viz. the Radical 
Heat and Moifture in the fame Proportion, the fame 
Age, under the fame Climate and Exercifes, or elfe che 
Comparifon will be unequal. And laftly, We rouft 
diftinguith the Flefhly, great Limb’d, and Mufculous, 
from the Fat. This fuppofed, Hypocrases Opinion feems 


_not improbable, that fuch as are grofs and fat Naturally 


Dye fooner than the Lean and flender, becaufe the Veins 
of the latter are larger, and conlequently fuller of Blood 
and Spirits, which ate principal Organs of Lifee And 
on the contrary, the Fat have fmaller Veffels, by rea- 
fon of their Coldnefs which conftringes them, as is evi- 
dent in Women, Eunuchs, and Children, whole Voices 
are therefore more fhrill, and who have alfo lefs Health, 
and are fhorter Lived than thole whole Veffels are more 
Capacious. 


Queft. 4. Which is moft Noble, to Love, or to be Be- 
loved ? 

Anjw. Love is according tothe Variety of its Objeé& 
Good, either confidering Profit, Pieafure, or Virtue. In 
the two former ‘tis better to be Beloved than to Love 
but neither is of any long duration, fuch Friends being 
wont to fall off as foon as chey find their Intereft or Sa- 
tisfaétion, which they received trom thole that they pre- 
tended Kindnefs to, begin to diminith. In honeft Friend. 
fhip, ( which alone deterves chat Name, being founded 
only upon Virtue, which makes it durable ) cho’ tis not 
poflible co Love without being Beloved, becaufe Virtu- 
ous Perions being alike, mutually Love and Agree well 
together ; yet fince this Amity, before it become fuch 
muft be Cemented by a long Converfe, without which 
they canaot Know, nor contequently Love gne another 
becaufe Love ariles trom Knowledge, whether the active 
Love of nim that Loves firft be better than the paflive 
of the other who is Loved, which may be determined in 
tavour of the former, becaufe he contributes moft to the 
enfuing Friendfhip, by laying che Foundations of it ; for 
Friencthip as well as other things is preferved by the 
lame Means chat produce it, namely, by Loving ; and 
as the Agent ts more Noble than the Patient, concurr- 
ing more confiderably to the Perfeétion of the Work, fo 
he that Loved is more Perfeét than the Perfon that is 
Beloved. 

Queft. 5. Whether are Tilefcopes improvable ? 

Anjw. ‘Tis certafo that thele we already have are the 
better by how much the longer ; there have been fome 
made 200 Foot long, and might yet be longer if the un- 
wieldinels of ‘em did aot render ’em impracticable ; and 
‘tas not co be defpair’d but even very fhort ones may be 
made, as ufeful as any yet difcoverd, for the improba- 
bility of finding the firft out was greater, and if unknown 
would appear fo, than another improvement. 


How long bas the Invention of Guns been in 
the World ? 
Anfw. According to the Portugal Relations th

was Invented Anno Chrifti 85. in the Kingdom of Ching. 
where moft of other Inventions began, by one ot their

in Europe 'till 1350. when it was found out. by one Ber. 
toldus, a German, occafion’d by an Accident which he 
faw happen in a Mixture ot Sulphur and Nitre inclos'd fa 
a Veflel over the Fire, in order to an Operation in Chy- 
miftry, which was his Profeffion.
